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East Jordan approves 06-07 budget

EAST JORDAN -— The East 
Jordan City Commission ap- 
proved a $2.1 million budget dur- 
ing their regularly scheduled 
meeting on May 2. 

The budget reflects no change in 


, the current millage rate, but an in- 


crease was built in 1 for water and 


Clean up 


sewer rates. An independent audi- 
tor hired by the city made the rec- 
ommendation to increase the rates. 

The monthly water flat rate will 
see an increase of $2, and an ad- 
ditiona] $2 a month for each ad- 
ditional unit of water consumed. 
There will also be a charge of al- 
most $3 per unit for maintenance 
and operation. and another $1.58 


_for debt. 


The sewer flat rate will remain 
the same at $17 per month, but 
surcharges per unit will increase. 

The new budget will be in ef- 
fect on July 1. 

In his report, city manager 
David White said that East Jor- 
dan is seeing activity in its down- 
town area, even with “the state 
of the Beno. and uncertain gas 
prices.’ * The city i is waiting t to 


hear from businesses which ex- 
pressed an interest in Industrial 
Park lots, and another which has 
expressed an interest in expan- 
sion plans in East Jordan. 

White also said the dredging of 
the boat launch was completed, 
and the depth has been increased 
to five to six feet.

CHARLEVOIX COUNTY - 
Time, heavy use and lack of funds 
| have contributed to the disrepair 
| of the county's primary roads. 
| Taxpayers and others who travel 
' the roads know that most of them 
; are in dire need of reconstruction 
: OF repair. 

‘But the funds the Charlevoix 
County Road Commission re- 
 ceives are not keeping up with 
costs. 

i For instance. a ton of asphalt 
for paving that used to cast $32, 
| now costs about $48 a ton, ac- 
| cording to CCRC manager Pat 
Harmon. 

| The surge in developments 
| and housing in the area has in- 


creased the use of trucks and 
other equipment on the roads, 
making repairs more frequent 
and extensive. 

To help solve the problem, the 
Road Commission is asking 
CCRC to approve a ballot pro- 
posal for the upcoming election. 
Essentially, taxpayers would de- 
cide whether to pay more property 
taxes to have better roads. 

The ballot proposal would ask 
: for one mill for each year for five 
years. Taxpayers who own a 
‘home with a taxable value of 
$50,000 for example, would see 
' a $50 increase in property taxes 
' each year for five years. 

One mill would generate nearly

$1.9 million per year for road im- 
provements, said Harmon, who is 
at the front line of road com- 
plaints. 

“Tm receiving calls from the 
public all the time wanting to 
know when the roads will be 
paved and ¥ have to sit there and 
tell them we don't have the 
funds.” Harmon told County 
Commissioners at an April 26 
meeting at the county building in 
Charlevoix. 

County Commissioner 
Connie Saltonstall asked that 
the Road Commission pro- 
vide a plan that shows how 
the money would be spent if 
it were made available. so 
that taxpayers “will know 
what they will get for their 
money.” 

Commissioner Shirley Roloff 
said that the county commission- 
ers should have a discussion with 
the townships before any decision 
is made. 

A discussion about the pro- 
posal to put a one mill request 
on the ballot will take place at 
the Commission’s 3 p.m. meet- 
ing on Wednesday, May 10. at 
the county building in 
Charlevoix. CCRC notified the 
townships, cities and villages of 
the meeting in a May 2 letter. 

Harmon said there was no 
money at the state level to help 
counties with road improve- 
ments.

CHARLEVOIX COUNTY — 
William Bielas had made an ef- 
fort to put his name out in the 
public for the Tuesday, May 2 
school board elections, 

But he was still surprised to 
win, since he was a write-in can- 
didate, and there were already 
two candidates officially running 
for the two seats open on the 
Boyne Falls Public Schools 
Board of Education. 


“ET had no idea ... | took a 
chance,” said Bielas. “We put up 
signs and posters and called 
people.” 

Bielas said that he had also 
campaigned by talking to people 
on election day, and telling his 
friends and acquaintances. 

Bielas and Kurtis Wilson edged 
out incumbent Phyllis 
Marchinkewicz, who had served 
on the Boyne Falls school board 
for the last six years. Wilson got 
106 out of 309 total votes. while 


Marchinkewicz had 85. Fifteen 
write-in votes went to individu- 
als other than Bielas. 

Bielas said that two key issues 
the school board will face in the 
future are how to deal with bud- 
get cuts, and how to continue to 
market Boyne Falls as a school 
of choice to oul-of-district fami- 
lies. 

“frealize there are cuts that 
need to be made, but they need 
to be made im so that they impact 
the children as little as possible.” 


“We have a lot to offer, and we 
just want to make sure people 
know that,” said Bielas. “People 
are bringing kids to our school 
because they want to.” 

In East Jordan, Nancy Tyree 
was elected to the school board 
over Michael Burr, 284-183, with 
one write-in vote being cast. 

Tyree said that she hoped to be 
a valuable addition to the school 
board.

Elsenheimer to seek 2nd term

CHARLEVOIX COUNTY ~ 
State Rep. Kevin Elsenheimer 
seeks a second term in his bid for 
reelection to the Michigan Leg- 
islature. 

The Bellaire Republican lists 
among his accomplishments the 
expansion of Brownfield clean- 
up projects in rural communities, 
consolidation of municipal zon- 
ing laws, procuring public funds 
for memorials to designate vet- 
erans’ gravesites located in pri- 
vate cemeteries, and retaining the 
independence of the Mackinac 
Bridge Authority. © 

Elsenheimer was chosen by his 
peers as the Associate Speaker 
Pro-Tempore of the state House 
‘of Representatives. He is the only 
freshman legislator to serve on 
five policy committees. They are 
the committee on tort reform, 
committee on oversight, election 
and. ethics, committee on local 
government and urban policy, 
. committee on the judiciary and 
the committee on natural re- 
sources, Great Lakes, land use 
and environment. He is chairman 
‘of the tort reform committee, 

“We've made somé progress, 
but there is more work to be 
done,” Elsenheimer said when he 
announced his reelection cam- 
paign on April 19. 


“T see tort reform as one-of the — 


important issues to work on so 
that. it is more difficult to file 


* frivolous lawsuits in court,” he 


said. When in private practice, 
Elsenheimer worked in munici- 
pal law. “I'll continue to work on 
the Gaylord to Mackinaw snow- 
mobile trail, that’s very important 
to me.” He said the economic 
benefits from winter activities 
and tourism are vital to the area. 

The legislator has worked to 
obtain more funds for Northern 


Michigan roads. He supports ex- 
tending M-32 between East Jor- 
dan and Atwood and extending 
M-75 between Boyne City and 
Charlevoix. Both sections would 
become part of the state highway 
system, rather than county roads. 

“I will work diligently to en- 
sure the Northern Michigan voice 
is heard loud and clear. Northern 


Michigan reflects the very best of 
our state and its vitally impor- 
tant that a local voice from the 
region helps guide the direction 
of the Michigan Legislature,” he 
said. 

Elsenheimer is campaigning 
throughout the 105th District that 
includes Antrim, Charlevoix, 
Cheboygan and Otsego counties.

Students, universities 
seek additional state aid

LANSING — The state's universities are growing in enroll- 
ment while the money the Legislature allocates to them has stayed 
low. 

As it stands, the state’s higher education budget for 2007 totals 
about $1.8 
lion of that. 

The largest sums go to the University of Michigan, Michigan 
State University and Wayne State University, with more than $800 
million dedicated to, those schools. 

That number is $200 million less than what was allocated just 
four years ago when the figure was just shy of $2 billion dollars. 

A group of MSU students has asked the House Higher Educa- 
tion and Career Preparation Committee for more funding. 

Bruce Serven, who went with the group, is a divorced father of 
three who received public assistance before going to college to 
study agribusiness management. 

“There were about seven or cight of us that went to request 
support for an increase in the budget,” said Serven, who depends 
on financial aid from MSU. “We all explained our circumstances 
that got us into the higher education system.” 

There are serious problems with the funding system, and the 
biggest one is structural said Michael Boulus, the executive di- 
rector of the Presidents Council State of the Universities of Michi- 
gan. 

The Senate Appropriations Committee has proposing giving a 
1.8 percent raise to most universities. 

Four schools would get raises larger than the others, with Cen- 
tral Michigan University getting 2.2 percent more, Oakland Uni- 
versity 4.2 percent, Saginaw Valley State University 6.1 percent 
and Grand Valley State University 7 percent more. Though GVSU 
sees the largest increase, they will still fall about $400 short of 
the $3.750 per student base funding level that the Legislature 
would like to meet. 

“Because higher education funding is based on Michigan's gen- 
eral budget,” Boulus said. “As long as we’re competing with cor- 
rections and Medicaid, we’re going to have this problem.” 

Rep. Lorence Wenke, R-Richland, who chairs the committee, 
listened to the students’ plea. 

“I’m not sure that there's anyone in state government that 
wouldn't support more funding for higher education,” Wenke 
“We've all been made aware on the impact of the future 
of the citizens of Michigan and the state of Michigan if we 
don't.” 

He said the Legislature has to fund prisons first, and he cited 
budget requirements for Medicaid costs. 

“When people are sentenced to life in prison, we have to make 
sure that there is a place to go,” Wenke said. “We're required by 


i federal and state law to pay Michigan’s share of Medicaid costs. 
' And that’s where most of our money is going. It’s the fastest 
_ increasing part of the budget.”

for CMU. 

“That way, if you increase enrollment you see increased fund- 
ing,” he said. 

Wenke called for more oversight on how that money allocated 
to public universities is spent. 

“T think there’s a lot of room for improved efficiencies in edu- 
cation,” Wenke said. “It’s our job to ask, ‘Are we getting good 
value for our taxpayers’ dollars?” 3 

’ Asked whether the universities would support the idea of over- 
sight, Boulus said yes. 

“We support greater accountability, always,” -he said. “But 


you've got to ask these questions, ‘Are we growing enrollment?’,

Friends help in 
“house work’ 


Those of you who have been reading my column for the last year 
may remember that when Neil and I decided to get married (almost 
three years ago now) we each put our houses on the market. 

We planned to buy a sweet, little “our” house and live in it 
happily ever after. However ... 

You know how those things go, and it isn’t always as planned. 
This wasn’t. 

My house sold. This could turn into a subtle accusation: ‘‘Well, 
my house sold.” But I imagine it was no one’s fault really — a lot 
of houses have sat long on the 
market — some high end, some 
low, some needing TLC, some 
needing not a thing. 

It may just be Michigan, right 
now. It may be consumer caution; 
it may be location, location, 
location. At any rate, our best laid 
plans waited long and hard before 
coming to fruition. 

Then, finally it happened and 
last weekend we moved into “our’ 
house. 

Afterwards my back hurt. My fingers were perpetually dirty and 
dry from wrapping and later unwrapping so many dishes and 
fragile treasures from a newspaper cocoon. There is a living room, 
a kitchen, two baths and three bedrooms, besides a gorgeous full 
basement—almost none of which can be seen through the stacks of 
cardboard boxes all marked, “Miscellaneous.” | 

No, I’m not telling the truth. I label boxes. I will even get a little | 
too detailed: “Jane’s bathroom stuff to open immediately” on a box 
with my toothbrush, for instance. I try to put hints on the outside of | 
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the box to make myself think later that it is well worth unpacking 
tight away: “Amazing treasures to put in living room.” 

Other people label boxes, too, and we were packing into reused 
boxes. One was labeled (by someone other than me), “White 
shoes.” This was a huge box, like something a computer monitor or — 
a microwave came in. That was astonishing, but it made it easy to 
tell which label wasn’t mine. Mine probably ended up saying 
something like: “Shoes — most with mates.” 

But here’s the thing. We were only moving across town, so we 
we’re reusing our own reused boxes. All of a sudden a box which | 
had labeled “Jane's elementary school artwork” (why do I keep all 
this stuff?), was being used for cleaning supplies and shop rags. 
This could confuse someone, and it could be me. 

It is hard, hard work moving—even just a few blocks. And it 
involves other people. Our friends, whose son was visiting for the 
weekend, spent their whole weekend in backbreaking labor, 
hauling our junk from house to house. Was there any point when 
they wondered to themselves whether they really, truly like us that 
much? 

And yet Sunday the father and son were back, while the mom 
went home after church and made a potato salad, a moose roast, 
and some apple pie so that we could take a break later and have 
something other than pizza to sustain us. Moose, I’m serious. And 
it was delicious, too—another first for me. Lesson: They must like 
us that much. , 

Other people loan trailers, trucks, shoulders, time—my mom 
came over with cleaning rags (mine were packed, remember) and a 
special clean-smelling solution that she makes herself, and she 
scrubbed down every cupboard and drawer, so that I could unpack 
and put things away right away. (She’s obligated to like us that 
much, I suppose, but I am no less grateful.) H 

Finally, we relaxed in the new house, surrounded by a huge 
amount of remaining work, but finished with the heavy lifting that 
requires the efforts of others beside ourselves. 

We felt a tiny bit like God, I guess, looking around at the fruit of 
our labor, and thinking about how good it all was. Even with 
everything that still needed to be done, there was a satisfaction of 
having emptied a house — and two households — in the course of 
a weekend. And the new house is taking shape flitely — already a 
couple of rooms are ready to live in. 

We sat and relaxed and were happy, and loved the four walls that 
surrounded us and made us welcome. We felt like we were home. 

But more importantly, we felt and appreciated the love of friends 
and family that surround and sustain us more than mere walls ever 
will — and the generosity of sweat to prove it.
